Ky. 
The equipm ent includes an eight- channel 
control console, a four- track recorder and a

It was almost exactly a year 
ago,

example,

K l e i n d i e n s t 
reopened

confirmation 
hearings in an 
effort to explain away the ITT 
scandal. 
During 
the 
stormy 
hearings, he turned all ITT 
matters over to his deputy, L. 
Patrick Gray. Now a year later, 
Gray 
is 
facing 
his 
own 
c o n f i r m a t i o n 
hearings 
to 
become 
FBI 
director 
FBI 
director. 
The key document in the 
ITT affair was the astonishing 
memorandum written by ITT 
lobbyist 
Dita 
Beard, 
which 
s u g g e s t e d 
an 
a n t i t r u s t 
settlement 
was linked to a 
$ 4 0 0 , 0 0 0 
p o l i t i c a l 
commitment from ITT. 
The memo became such an 
embarrassment that the White 
House belatedly tried to claim 
it was a fake. The Washington 
Post reported that E. Howard 
Hunt was dispached to Denver 
to talk to Mrs. Beard. 


‘E R R IE ’ STRANGER 
Her 
son, 
Robert 
Beard, 
confirmed that a “very eerie” 
stranger, wearing “a red wig on 
cockeyed like he put it on in a 
dark 
car,” 
called 
on 
his 
mother. 
Subsequently, 
Hunt 
was 
arrested 
in 
connection 
with 
the Watergate break-in 
and a similar wig was found in 
one of the rooms rented by the 
Watergate conspirators. 
The Washington Post also 
reported that H unt’s trip to 
Denver “ was part of an effort 
... to discredit the Dita Beard 
m em o” and led in part to her 
statement claiming it was a 
forgery three weeks after she 
h a d 
a c k n o l w e d g e d 
its 
authenticity. 
While the bewigged Hunt 
was pressing Mrs. Beard for her 
statement, 
Senate 
Judiciary 
c h a i r m a n 
James 
Eastland 
slipped 
the 
memo 
to 
the 
Justice Department for an AFB 
analysis. 
This 
was 
done 
s e c r e t e l y 
w i t h o u t 
t he 
know ledge 
of 
the 
other 


committee members. The FBI 
confirmed that the memo was 
w r i t te n 
on 
Dita 
Beard’s 
ty p e w rite r 
and 
that 
the 
ty pew riter 
ribbon 
was 
the 
same one in use the day the 
memo was dated. 
B u t 
m e a n w h i l e , 
t h e 
document mysteriously turned 
up in the possession of ITT. 
Eastland later made clear that 
he 
had 
directed 
that 
the 
document should not leave the 
FB I’s control. 


AT GRAY’S 
DIRECTION 
Our sources say, however, 
that the memo was slipped to 
ITT by the Justice Department 
at Pat G ray’s direction. When 
the committee staff at one 
point attempted to retrieve the 
document, we are told, they 
couldn’t get it back right away 
because Gray was stalling to 
give ITT more time with the 
document. 
ITT had it examined by a 
couple of dubious “experts,” 
who concluded that it was 
written later than it was dated 
and, therefore, was a fake. 
Thus, Hunt and Gray appear to 
have been working in tandem 
to discredit the memo. Hunt 
has 
gone 
to 
jail 
for 
his 
Watergate work; Gray has been 
appointed FBI chief. 
T h r o u g h o u t 
t he 
ITT 
hearings, Gray was in charge of 
d e c i d i n g 
which 
J u s t i c e 
Department 
documents 
the 
Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee 
would be allowed to see. He 
happily 
made 
available 
the 
p a p e r s 
w h i c h 
h e l p e d 
Kleindienst, 
but 
refused

turn over many other which

Senators 
who 
requested 
revealing

it. But often, it would never 
arrive. 
S e n a t o r 
Q uentin 
Burdick, D-N.D., for example, 
asked time and again for a

ITT 
antitrust settlement. He never 
got it. Senator Ted Kennedy, 
D-Mass., 
repeatedly 
pressed 
G r a y 
f o r 
the 
J u s t i c e 
D epartm ent’s basic file on the 
ITT 
settlement. 
But 
Gray 
refused to let the committee 
see the file. 
‘GET ANDERSON’ 
EFFORT 
The 
Washinton Post 
also 
reported: “ During this period, 


the White House was growing 
increasingly concerned about 
the 
impact 
of 
the 
ITT 
allegations and had launched a 
major 
effort 
to 
discredit 
columnist Jack Anderson ...” 
This 
effort 
was directed 
largely by the same “Mission: 
Impossible” 
team 
that 
was 
later caught in the Watergate 
scandal. James McCord, then 
President 
N ixon’s 
campaign 
security chief, investigated us 
and submitted memos to Hunt. 
We have been told they 
coordinated their investigation 
with 
ITT, 
which 
hired the 
celebrated private investigative 
firm Intertel to assist with the 
project. 
Inside 
sources 
say 
Intertel was not turned loose 
to run their own investigation 
b u t 
r e c e i v e d 
s p e c i f i c 
assignments through the White 
House. Information developed 
by 
I n t e r t e l 
subsequently 
r e a c h e d 
t h e 
J u s t i c e 
Department 
and 
the 
White 
House. 
Hunt and McCord, instead 
of discrediting us, wound up 
d i s c r e d i t e d . 
Bo t h 
were 
convicted at the Watergate trial 
and the effort to discredit us 
was taken over by Pat Gray 
and the FBI.

Newest Black Power: 
Black 
Leaders

Massive Labor Coalition Inside 
Unions

W ASHINGTON- 
Not 
in 
many, ofttimes fiery decades 
has black militancy— which is 
as different from extremism as 
a winch 
from a w e n c h - 
been on the move. 
This 
is 
a 
new 
black 
m o v e m e n t - - - 
w i t h i n 
a 
movement. Black labor men 
and 
leaders 
who see 
their 
strategy as structural, quiet, 
organizational, 
motivational, 
and finally, a powerful massive 
pressure “ group” far beyond 
the “ old” era of civil rights. 
This is 
the Coalition of 
Black Trade Unionists (CBTU). 
This is a movement of men, 
mostly black union officials, 
who see themselves and the 
three million black rank and 
filers as the force which will 
m a k e 
the 
national 
labor 
leadership “ black conscious.” 
Such consciousness is not, and 
was 
not 
there 
during 
last 
week’s 
national 
labor 
high 
command 
meeting 
in 
Bal 
Harbour, Fla., say the CBTU’s 
leaders, some of whom flew 
directly 
from the 
watering 
place in sunny Florida to frigid 
Chicago. 
On Feb. 24, they met with 
some 100 black labor leaders 
there- men and women from 
western 
Indiana, 
Ohio 
and 
Michigan. This was one of the 
regional 
conferences 
which 
gradually 
will lead 
to 
the 
off ic i a l 
n a t i o n a l 
black, 
infrastructured 
membership 
organization 
of 
unionized 
workers. There will be regional 
conferences in Cleveland March 
10, Detroit March 31, and New 
York April 14. 
Then 
with a 
provisional 
constitution in hand, the five 
CBTU 
leaders— 
officials 
of 
some 
of 
the nation’s most 
i n f l u e n t i a l 
and 
sw iftest 
growning unions in the land- 
will 
make final plans for a 
national convention of black 
workers in Washington May 25- 
27. 
They will sing “ Solidarity. ” i 
They 
will 
sing 
“We 
Shall 
Overcome.” 
They 
will 
be 
militant. But they will not bolt 
the 
AFL— 
CIO, 
or 
the 
i ndependent 
United 
Auto 
W o r k e r s 
and 
Distributive 
Workers to which the black 
workers belong. 
Instead, they will push for 
m o r e 
i n f l u e n c e , 
mo r e 
“ r e l e v a n c y , ” 
more 
high 
e c h e l o n 
off i c i a l s, 
more 
representation in the highest 
councils- including the AFL— 
CIO 
Executive 
Council—and 
more members on the boards 
of such unions as the United 
Steelworkers. 
Man, 
the jargon will be 
different. But not the spirit of 
national and ethnic pressure 
groups 
gone 
by— powerful 
organizations 
of 
yesteryear 
which now are tiny bands of 
workers 
who have 
survived 
assimilation, tradition and the 
silent slippage of time. 
Ever since the first due? 
s t a m p , 
there 
have 
been 
pressure 
groups 
of 
newly 
arrived proletarians. There hav? 
been— and quietly in some 
corner of the remnant of New 
Y ork’s lower East Side there 
still are - the one- man offices 
of the United Hebrew Trades, 
the 
Italina 
American 
Labor 
Council, German “vereins” and 
other groups still speaking their 
native tongues. 
They once were powerful. 
They 
once 
were 
the 
force 
b e h i n d 
some 
of 
today’s 
national labor leaders and some 
w ho have only recently retired. 


Some of these men actually 
launched 
movements 
which 
made Presidents of the U.S. 
and changed this nation’s social 
action. 
They worked mostly inside 
the labor movement. Now in 
that old tradition, through one 
would hardly note it amid the 
rhetoric 
of 
tod ay’s 
black 
speakers, 
the 
Coalition 
of 
Black Trade Unionists quietly 
is structuring itself. And may 
well have the success of its 
ethnic predecessors. 
Actually the young (there 
even are some middle- aged) 
organizers spring from the very 
same unions which spurted the 
old movements- unions whose 
leaders have “graduated” from 
the garment industry and those 
in the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employees, the Amalgamated 
M e a t c u t t e r s 
and 
Butcher 
Workmen, 
the 
United Auto 
Workers (UAW), the American 
Federation 
of Teachers, and 
the Distributive Workers. 
From these unions come 
the men on the CBTUs five- 
m an 
Steering 
Committee, 
e special ly 
t he 
municipal 
employees’ secretary treasurer 
Bill 
Lucy, 
the 
meatcutters’ 
Charles Hayes and the UAW’s 
Nelson Jack Edwards. 
They are neo- (Franklin) 
Rooseveltians, 
worshipers at 
the 
Kennedys’ 
shrine 
and 
newly arrived militants. They 
are 
ant i- 
N i x o n , 
anti- 
R e p u b l i c a r s 
a n d 
even 
determined to needle Secretary 
of Labor Peter Brennan. They 
have 
demanded 
that he be 
recalled to Sen. Harrison (Pete) 
William’s Labor Committee— 
not for a rehearing on his 
confirmation, but to get some 
promises from him. They want 
support 
from 
the 
former 
president of the New York 
S t a t e 
B u i l d i n g 
a n d 
Construction 
Trades 
Council 
for a universal law guaranteeing 
civil service workers the right 
to bargain collectively and to 
strike. 
They 
want 
Brennan 
to 
pledge the beefing up of the 
labor D ept.’s Office of Federal 
Contract Compliance (OFCC) 
to reinstate the black quota 
system of hiring by those who 
d o 
b u s i n e s s 
wi th 
the 
government. They say that the 
OFCC has been 
cut 
to 45 
e m p l o y e e s 
t h o u g h 
112 
positions have been authorized. 
They are swinging into the 
fight to keep the Office of 
Economic Opportunity (OEO) 
going, also the mechanism of 
other 
groups 
which 
once 
policed the old “ Philadelphia 
Plan.” 
But 
mostly 
they 
want 
militant black 
representation 
on the AFL— CIO Executive 
Council, and on the executive 
boards of their unions. They 
are 
saying 
to 
the 
labor

Lamb — Please 
comment on how a person 
can receive a brain concus­ 
sion. 
what 
the 
symptoms 
are. and what the treatment 
s h o u 1 d be. I suffered much 
confusion, dizzy spells, and 
general illness for several 
months after a severe fall 
which stunned me momen­ 
tarily. 
Dear Reader 
— You've 
done a pretty good job of 
d e s c r i b i n g some of the 
symptoms yourself. A con­ 
cussion literally means a vio­ 
lent jar or shock, and if 
you’re talking about a con­ 
cussion 
of 
the 
brain, 
it 
means a violent ja r or shock 
to the brain. Obviously, you 
can get one from any type 
of blow to the head, or in 
some instances, if the head 
were jerked violently. P er­ 
haps 
the 
most 
prominent 
symptom 
is 
loss 
of 
con­ 
sciousness. or at least being 
stunned at the time of the 
injury. Dizzy spells are a 
common result of brain con­ 
cussions. 


Most 
of 
the 
symptoms 
really depend on what kind 
of injury results from the 
blow, and where it’s located. 
The brain is very well cush­ 
ioned inside the skull and 
can withstand very severe 
blows 
without 
having any 
perm anent damage. Never­ 
theless, tearing or shearing 
of 
structures 
around 
the 
brain, including rupture of a 
blood vessel, can cause a 
variety of symptoms. If a 
blood vessel or blood sinus 
is ruptured, the hem orrhage 
that 
results 
from 
it 
can 
cause unconsciousness and 
even death if the condition 
isn’t diagnosed and treated 
properly. If a hem orrhage 
occurs, secondary to a blow 
to the head, surgery usually 
has to be performed, rem ov­ 
ing the blood clot th a t’s de­ 
veloped and repairing the 
bleeding area. 
in other instances a blow 
to the head may cause local­ 
ized swelling and irritation 
to 
structures 
around 
the 
brain or in the brain itself. 
These are often treated only 
symptomatically, 
relieving 


such problems as associated 
headache, and nature usual­ 
ly does the rest. 
The 
kind 
of 
treatm ent 
varies from simple, sym p­ 
tomatic treatm ent to major 
surgery depending on how 
much, if any, dam age has 
occurred. 
The 
symptoms 
vary from m om entary loss 
of 
consciousness 
to 
those 
which are severe and dis­ 
abling. In most instances of 
minor 
concussion 
without 
significant 
brain 
damage 
such as caused from hemor­ 
rhage 
or 
from * an 
actual 
skull fracture and laceration 
ot the brain, the individual 
recovers with no evidence 
of the past injury.

The case of the 
bearded officer

maintained a well trimmed beard. And while m ost o f his friends 
applauded his beard, the top probation officer booed it. In fact, 
he ordered Morris to mow it o ff on the grounds that a member 
of the “ fuzz” shouldn’t be wearing fuzz. 
“ Are you kidding,” protested Morris. “ That beard’s my 
personality. I ’d be just another blah individual without it.” 
Refusing to let the beard go, Morris was let go for refusing to 
obey an order of a superior. Attacking the unreasonableness o f 
the order, Morris demanded back his job in court. 
“ A probation officer m ust retain som e degree o f authority 
and stature,” argued Morris’ superiors in defense o f their order. 
“ And a beard on a young person such as Morris associates him 
more with disorder than stability.” 
“ T h at’s nonsense,” was Morris’ answer. “ A beard is also a 
sum bol of the Jehovah image o f a stern father. And w hat’s 
wrong with that image for a probation officer?” 
IF Y O U W ERE T H E JU D G E , would you reinstate Morris 
and his beard? 
This is how the judge ruled: Y E S! The judge held that a 
beard is a personal embellishment and an intelligent wearer of 
one no doubt regards it as an improvement to his appearance. 
While som e people may flaunt a beard as a sym bol o f unruliness, 
noted the judge, there is no ground for regarding a probation 
officer as being rebellious or eccentric merely because he too 
chooses to wear one. His tenure should be based upon his 
performance, concluded the judge, and not his beard.

They com pleted the building in O ctober of 
1972. The recording equipm ent was installed 
by Lcwellyn and Martin Co. of Louisville, 
Ky.

The reports of the death of

You've 
done a pretty good job of 
d e s c r i b i n g some of the 
symptoms yourself. A con­ 
cussion literally means a vio­ 
lent jar or shock, 
and 
if 
you’re talking about a con­ 
cussion 
of 
the 
brain, 
it 
means a violent jar or shock 
to the brain. Obviously, you 
can get one from any type 
of blow to the head, or in 
some instances, if the head 
were jerked violently. Per­ 
haps 
the 
most 
prominent 
symptom 
is 
loss 
ot 
con­ 
sciousness. or at least being 
stunned at the time of the 
injury. Dizzy spells are a 
com m on result of brain con­ 
cussions. 


Most 
of 
the 
symptoms 
leally depend on what kind 
of injury results from the 
blow, and where it's located. 
The brain is very well cush­ 
ioned inside the skull and 
can withstand very severe 
blows 
without 
having any 
permanent dam age. Never­ 
theless. tearing or shearing 
of 
structures 
around 
the 
brain, including rupture of a 
blood vessel, can cause a 
variety of symptoms. If a 
blood vessel *or blood sinus 
is ruptured, the hemorrhage 
that 
results 
from 
it 
can 
cause unconsciousness

“ A probation officer must retain some degree of authority 
and stature,” argued Morris’ superiors in defense of their order. 
“ And a beard on a young person such as Morris associates him 
more with disorder than stability.”

And what's 
wrong with that image for a probation officer?” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you reinstate Morris 
and his beard? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that a 
beard is a personal embellishment and an intelligent wearer of 
one no doubt regards it as an improvement to his appearance. 
While some people may flaunt a beard as a symbol of unruliness, 
noted the judge, there is no ground for regarding a probation 
officer as being rebellious or eccentric merely because he too 
chooses to wear one. His tenure should be based upon his 
performance, concluded the judge, and not his beard.
